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Damage To County Roads 
By Storms Was $874,500 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNS)— 
A total of $874,500 damage 
was dome to county roads dur. 
ing the two recent storms, ace 
cording to a detailed report 
submitted to the Board of Sue 
pervisors. 

An addditional report shows 
that a total of $459,000 damage 
was done to flood control facili- 
ties throughout the county. 

The report on road damage, 
submitted by County Engineer, 
M,. A. Nicholas said that all 
repairs are being accomplished 
on a temporary basis due to 
lack of funds. 

Funds for permanent repair 
will be made available, if at 
all, in the budget for 1966-67, 
which goes into effect July 1. 

The report also said that the 
repair work being done now will 
only be done to make the roads 
passable,

The report showed that the 
December storm caused a total 
of $615,000 in damages, while 
the November storm caused 
$259,500 in damage. 

THE MOST SERIOUS damage 
was reported in the Fontana 
area where the total estimate 
for repairs as the result of both 
storms is $248,000. 

The December storm alone 
caused damage amounting to 
$80,000 to Lytle Creek Canyon 
Road and $75,000 to Baseline 
St. Considered either separate. 
ly or together, these two figures 
are higher than the estimated 
total for several other entire 
areas, 

se © 

The next most severely dame 
aged area is the Yucaipa-Rede 
lands area, which suffered a 
total of $126,000 in damages. 
Of this $75,000 was caused in 
the December storm and $5l,- 
000 in the November Storm, 

SAN BERNARDINO, the third 
most seriously affected area 
suffered a total of $104,000 
damage; $63,000 in the Deceme 
ber storm and $41,000 in the 
November storm. 

The Upland area, the fourth 
most seriously damaged area 
suffered a total of $95,000 in 
both storms, $79,000 in the 
December storm and $26,000 
in the November storm,

According to the report on 
the flood control damage, sub- 
mitted by Chief Flood Control 
Engineer W. A, Sidler, the 
storm of Dec. 29, caused $99,« 
000 as compared with a total 
of $360,000 from the firs. 
storm. 

THE REPORT shows, how- 
ever, that the flood crests were 
considerably higher in most 
areas, during the second storm. 

The report states that the 
flood caused on the Mojave Ri- 
ver Dec. 29 is believed com. 
parable to the flood of 1943, 
or about one-half the size of 
the 1939 flood which was the 





largest in recent times.

The report added that actual 
flow estimates will have to 
await an inspection by the United 
States Geological Survey, be- 
fore the peak flood discharge 
can be determined.

Rotary, In 44th Year, Serves Mikesell 
In Four Community Avenues Investigation 


Supervisor Daniel D. Mike- 
sel} announced this week that 
he has asked the Dependency 
Prevention Commission of San 
Bernardine County to investi- 
gate prodlems of migrant farm 
workers in San Bernardino 
County. 

Mikesell said, after meeting 
with representatives from the 
Dependency Prevention Com- 
mission and from Governor Ed- 
mund G. Brown's office in Sac. 
ramento, that there are several 
programs which might be de- 
veloped for San Bernardino 
County. 

He specifically mentioned 
programs of social service for 
migrant families. 

SINCE THE termination of 
the bracero program a year 
ago, domestic workers have 
supplied the harvest labor in 
San Bernardino County. Many 
of these are single men whose 
social service needs are not 
met through existing programs. 

The Dependency Prevention 
Commission has begun to tn- 
vestigate the need for prgrams 
of education and recreation 
which will upgrade and stabil- 
ive the work fores. 

Preliminary studies done in 
the San Gabriel valley Labor 
Camp at Cucamonga, indicate 
the need for improved health 
education, expanded tutorial 
programs and recreation. 

These programs will enable 
the farm workers to improve 
their own conditions as well as 
to focus their activities tn the 
labor camp, 

Representatives from the of- 
fice of Governor Edmund G, 
Brown explained the State of 
Callfornta Migrant Master Plan 
which has provided housing day 
eare, education, and sanitation 
for migrant families throughout 
the State. 

Combining funds from the 
Federal government and the 
State, this program can be used 
to develop new housing centers 
for migrant farm workers, 

SUPERVISOR Mikesell said 
that he has asked the Depen- 
dency Prevention Commission 
to convene a meeting of grow- 
ers, migrants, public agencies, 
and other interested groups to 
explore resources for migrants 
and thetr families. 

Eve McLain, Acting Execu- 
tive Director of the Dependency 
Prevention Commission, said 
that she will assign Danny Lan- 
deros, Field Representative, to 
continue to investigate the mi- 
grant situation and suggest pos. 
sible solutions, 

Mrs. McLain said that she 
would see if the poverty pro- 
gram in San Bernardino County 
can be accelerated to provide 
for the problems of migrant 
farm workers.

For First Meeting Of '66 


Harry Burnett, master pup- 
peteer, is featured speaker 
for the first meeting of the 
new year of the Chaffey Com- 
munity Art Association, was 
the announcement made by 
Clark Heiple, president. 

THE MEETING will be held 
at 7:30 p.m. Wednesday, Jan. 
26, in the Community House, 
Memorial Park, 840 N. Indian 
Hill, Claremont. 

Harry Burnett, actor, crafts- 
man and puppeteer, is director 
of the Marionette Theater of 
the Claremont Parks and Re- 
creation Department. Burnett 
started in puppetry as a fresh- 
man at the University of Michi- 
gan. 

Later transferring to Yale, 
he teamed with Brown and Bran- 
don and the puppeteers traveled 
for 40 years to become the best 
known troupe in the country. 

THEY established the first 
permanent marionette theater 
in America and later had the 
Turnabout Theatre especially 
designed for them in 1941. 

At the end of a performance 
a song invited spectators to 
*Turnabout, Turnabout,’’ and 
they flipped the streetcar-type 
Seats over to face the other 
Stage before retiring to the 
patio for intermission. 

The Turnabout Theatre was 
open from 1941 through 1956. 
The three from Yale, along with 
Elsa Lanchester and Dorothy 
Neumann held forth in a unique 
combination of live and puppet 
drama, 

In 1929-30 they om on shows 


at Olvera St. They entertained 
such famous actors as Charles 
Chaplin, Lionel Barrymore, 
Greta Garbo. Burnett said that 
he had fun making puppets of 
Hollywood actors and present- 
ing them on stage. ‘‘We did it 
with tongue in cheek, poking fun 
at them and they always took it 
good-naturedly.”’ 

BURNETT, who 
fun out of living said, ‘‘ Puppetry 
is infectious. There is so little 
of the make-believe world left 
for the kids anymore.’’ 

He noted children love making 
puppets. They lose their inhi- 
bitions and there are so many 
different areas in which they 
can find something todo. There 
is something for everyone whe- 
ther it is scenery, writing or 
painting. 


THE HERITAGE of puppetry 
is very important to Harry Bur- 
nett. He has no use for the 
“cute” puppets you see on TV 
these days, puppets which don’t 
really do anything. The true 
art of puppetry goes back thou- 
sands of years, he says: ‘‘a 
good puppeteer is like a virtuoso 
on a violin and a traditional 
puppet show is full of satirical, 
tongue-in-cheek humor.’' 


Puppetry is related to all the 
theater arts. ‘You can make 
your puppet do anything you can 
do yourself. If you can do a 
Watusi, then your puppet can, 
The process also works in re- 
verse with puppetry being a 
wonderful technique for train- 
Ing actors.’’

INTRODUCTION 


The Board of Directors of 
the Upland Chamber of Com- 
merce alert to the changing 
needs of a growing commun- 
ity and sensing an inadequacy 
in the present operation made 
certain decisions to improve 
the situation. As a first step 
in the upgrading effort the Board 
decided to obtain the services of 
one, who through many years of 
experience in analyzing com- 
munity and Chamber operation 
had the experience to objec- 
tively make this study and pre- 
pare a detailed report. 

This report will attempt to 
determine Chamber needs and 
bring into focus the major 
strengths and weaknesses of 
the community as well as to 
make observations and recom- 
mendations which will provide 
the foundation for creating a 
Program of Work that will en- 
able this Chamber to become 
one of the better Chambers of 
Commerce in the area. 

This decision by the Cham- 
ber’s Board received strong 
approval from the membership 
as well as from the business 
community at large. They con- 
firmed this interest by quickly 
underwiring the modest fund 
needed to finance this project. 
Members of City Government 
(both elective and appointive) 
also indicated unofficial ape 
proval and have subsequently 
given excellent assistance to 
the consultant in providing in- 
formation and help without 
which the work could not have 
been accomplished. 

This action by the Board of 
Directors of the Chamber de- 
serves strong commendation 
for their vision and desire to 
provide the best in leadership 
by a relatively new Chamber 
of Commerce. 

In turn we express personal 
appreciation for the opportunity 
to serve the members of the 
Upland Chamber of Commerce, 
and the citizens of this delight- 
ful community. We have been 
scrupulously conscientious in 
our efforts to unfold a plan that 
is practical in application, and 
realistic enough to enable this 
organization to put many of its 
basic recommendations into op- 
eration without delay. In short 
it will not be a dreamy aesthetic 
presentation . .. beautiful to 
read and cumbered with mean- 
ingless illustrations - « but 
it is rather a down to earth 
analysis combined with speci- 
fic recommendations for action. 
Such illustrations, or charts 
which will be used, will have 
direct bearing on the report 
and are not inserted for ef- 
fect.

Because the City of Upland 
is at a point of decision in so 
many areas this reportis time- 
ly. Its purpose is to bring into 
focus many of the problems so 
that intelligent decisions can 
be made... decisions which 
will affect the development of 
the area for many years to 
come. 

As we analyze public inter- 
est in the growing community 
needs we find much indectsion, 
confusion and the mingling of 
selfish interest with what is 
best for all, often leading to 
delay and inaction which is 
costly to all concerned. For 
example, we have, inthe course 
of our interviews made it a 
point to ask the direct ques- 
tion, ‘‘What kind of a city do 
you wish Upland to be?” In 
response we received very few 
direct answers ... but rae 
ther we received a somewhat 
alarming number of comments 
which indicated that most peo- 
ple do not know what kind of a 
city they want. Everyone knows 
what he doesn’t want... but 
this is only half of the ques- 
tion. In order to grow proper- 
ly a city must have well de- 
fined goals and objectives. 
While debate in reaching de- 
cision is healthy, it is impor- 
tant that when the decision is 
made citizens close ranks and 
support that which has been de- 
cided upon as best for all. 

To the ones who are moti- 
vated only by what directly af- 
fects them let us state clearly 
that we know from a background 
of broad experience incommun- 
ity development that only those 
things which are best for the 
community at large are profit- 
able to the individual in the 
long run .. and that profit 
made at the expense of either 
the beauty, or the efficiency 
of the community at large is 
short lived. A perfect example 
of this can be seen in the aban- 
doned apartment project on 
Foothill Boulevard. 





YOU, IN UPLAND ARE ATA 
POINT OF DECISION. If you 
can now work out a program of 
orderly development, preserv- 


ing that which is beautiful; 
Strengthen your tax base 
through well planned com- 


mercial , industrial and hous- 
ing developments; improve your 
Master Plan toa point of prace 
tical efficiency; review and 
strengthen roning laws; estab- 
lish a Chamber of Commerce 
that clearly defines its pur- 
pose and goals and creates a 
practical Program of Work; 
set aside petty bickering and 
the pitting of one interest a- 
gainst another ... if you can 
do all these things THEN you 
can have one of the truly ex- 
emplary communities in Cali- 
fornia. 

But if you continue to make 
decisions (often inequitable) for 
expediency sake; playing one 
end of town against the other; 
submitting to selfish pressures 
for variances in zoning; fail to 
recognize that the individual 
store or firm must invest to 
provide store improvement; fail 
to cooperate in promotional 
ventures; fail in intelligently 
planning shopping areas and 
housing developments; ... 
you will end up with a hodge 
podge of nothing and will look 
like every other unplanned area 
of Southern California and will 
have wasted a God given loca- 
tion of beauty and charm. 

Are you as a community big 
enough to meet these chal- 
lenges? I think you are... 
but only time will tell. 

If you will follow an orderly 
program of development, many 
elements of which we will try 
to set forth in this survey and 
will work together cooperative - 
ly . + the City Council... 
and Staff... the Chamber of 
Commerce .. . the Promot- 
ers and Developers ... the 
Retail and Commercial inter- 
ests .. . the property owners 
. « » THERE IS NO LIMIT TO 
WHAT YOU CAN ACHIEVE. 

This is a big order, one 
which not too many communi- 
ties show an aptitude inachiev- 
ing. However your decision to 
make this study and the spirit 
in which it has been undertaken 
indicates a strong desire on 
your part... a desire which 
is entitled to a constructive 
answer, THIS STUDY IS A 
TEXTBOOK ...APLAN... 
NOT A PANACEA, 


Let us pause at this point f 


to explain clearly what this 
survey will and will not do. 
It should be clearly understood 
that it is not a panacea ...a 
packaged plan... a quick, 
easy, ready made solution to 
all problems. Unfortunately 
in this day and age commun- 
ity leaders as well as busin- 
ess men generally too often 
look for ready made solutions. 
Too often men go to a cOne 
vention or conference hoping 
to find ‘‘tailor made” answers 
to complex problems and of 
course they are always dis- 
appointed. 

The best thing this report 
will do will be to bring pre- 
sently confused areas of ine 
terest into focus and will cat- 
alogue strength and weaknes- 
ses oo « and will 
in many instances a course of 
action. But its most impor- 
tant function is to cause you 
to think. You must take what 
the report says and add to it 
your own ideas. The view- 
point of the experienced out- 
sider combined with your own 
ideas will produce a set of 
near ideal solutions to your 
problems, We may not ale 
ways be correct in our analy- 
sis, but if our comment, right 
or wrong will cause you 
find the correct answer and 
put it to work, our purpose 
will have been achieved. 

This report, if properly used, 
should stimulate you to more 
agressive action and a deeper 
consideration of problems 
which plague you. It should 
become a text book and refer- 
ence which canbe useful for 
years to come...because many 
of our recommendations are 
long range and you will be work- 
ing on some phases for gener- 
ations. 

We have kept the language 
simple ...almost elementary, 
and the illustrations few but 
meaningful. Therefore if any- 
one hoped that we would come in 
with a complete package of 
ready made answers toall prob- 
lems he will be disappointed... 
but those who are experienced 
in community development work 
will recognize the value of such 
an analysis and will find it use- 
ful. 

Our method of securing 
needed information is original 
with us but is quite simple. 
Through a series of conferences 
with businessmen and women, 
governmental, educational, ci- 
vic, social and cultural leaders 
in group meetings and private 
conferences, we accumulate a 
volume of reliable opinion which 
establishes the foundation for 
our comments. Secondly, re- 
presentatives whoare not known 
to you visit the city, shop your 
stores, check attitudes in hotels 
and motels, question your public 
relations people at the Chamber 
and City Hall, all of which adds 
to our fund of knowledge about 
the community. In addition we 
study reports, books, surveys 


facts are thoroughly analyred 
against a broad background af 
experience in community work 
and Chamber management. We 
also visit with your neighboring 
communities to learn their 
opinions of your city. Of this 
you may be sure, our opinions 
are based on actual conditions 
+ »« » mot on hopes... frustra- 
tions or conjecture. They are 
wholly realistic. 

The full impact of this report 
is not likely to be felt fora long 
time. It will probably disappoint 
some and anger others. Some 
will think it helpful while others 
will reserve their opinions. We 
don’t expect overwhelming en- 
thusiasm at the outset but as 
time goes on and you begin to 
Study its contents in depth you 
will find its suggestions in- 
creasingly valuable. 

In the final summary we make 
a series of specific suggestions 
for ways of getting the most out 
of this survey. We hope you will 
follow these recommendations 
carefully. But tf it causes you 
to think and to act we will be 
Satisfied that our work has ac- 
complished its purpose.

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The City of Upland is one of 
the truly beautiful communities 
of California .. .still unspoiled 
by the rapid industrial and popu- 
lation growth; embracing the 
early charm of this great state 
by preserving an atmosphere of 
grace that made this area fa- 
mous for the best in living in 
all the world, Situated at the 
foot of inspiring Mt. Baldy which 
provides a perfect back drop of 
beauty and charm... Situated 
on land that gradually slopes 
southward to the lower alti- 
tudes, this background provides 
a thrilling view to every tour- 
ist or resident as he surveys 
the area from the freeway, from 
the air or from a street or ade 
jacent highway. 

The trees, the home planting, 
the remaining citrus groves, 
provide a warm green base 
which blends so well with the 
brown and gold of the moun- 
tains and furnishes an unsur- 
passed setting for community 
living at its best. 

But wait before we allow our 
enthusiasm for beauty color the 
realities of life. Unless Upland 
citizens can quickly join to- 
gether in a unified effort to 
preserve this basic beauty... 
it will be lost to the thought- 
less, greedy and thoroughly sel- 
fish ininority of dollar seekers 
who seem wholly oblivious to 
God’s beauty and to nature’s 
charms ... and who for the 
sake of another dollar’s pro- 
fit would sacrifice that which 
is so beautiful on the altar of 
greed; who would convert these 
gardens into slums and the 
beauty of gracious living into 
a slovenly standard for dally 
existence. 





happen in Upland but the evi- 
dences are already mantfest 
that it can happen and ff the 
constructive citizens do not 
move collectively and intelli- 
gently to provide orderly un- 
foldment they will have no one 
but themselves to Mame for 
ultimate chaos. 

That is why we feel this re- 
port is so timely ... for there 
is still plenty of opportunity to 
organize the community for 
constructive progress. Only 
apathy, indifference and self- 
ish interest can prevent order- 
ly growth. As we attempt to 
unfold a plan that will help pre- 
serve its location and beauty 
let us quickly point out that we 
are realists and do not believe 
that one can simply fold his 
hands and say ‘leave it like it 
is,’’ or let it alone and trouble 
will go away."* 

None of us can ignore the 
population explosion from with- 
in and without . .. nor can we 
turn our back to the need for 
orderly industrial development 
which is being forced upon us 
. . -nor can we isolate ourselves 
against dealing with current 
needs ... smog control... 
rapid transit ...freeway devel- 
opment and other factors which 
affect this area. We do con- 
tend that through intelligent 
planning and cooperative action 
. . through improving the ef- 
ficiency of the organizations 
that have the capacity to guide 
these developments, that the 
charm and beauty can be pre- 
served . « that @ tax struc- 
ture to supply the community's 
needs can be provided and that 
much of that which has given 
character to the community tn 
the past can be retained, 

This won’t come about in an 
atmosphere of quarreling, Qick- 
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ering, criticism of individuals 
and the avoidance of individual 
responsibility. It will come 
about only through intelligent 
planning; through individual 
support in time and money of 
the organizations which provide 
leadership; through the election 
of responsible people to posi- 
tions in governmentand through 
a pleasant and constructive at- 
titude on the part of all individu- 
als involved, who have some 
give and take in their spirits 
and who are motivated by a 
strong desire to build construc- 
tively. 

The local American commune 
ity is still the strongest force 
for good in the nation and we 
will do well to resist the efforts 
to nationalize all civic functions 
and recognize these efforts as 
being destructive to the Ameri- 
can system and wasteful of the 
incomes of the individual citl- 
zen. 

Even as we write these 
phrases .. . ‘‘glittering gen- 
eralities’’ as some may call 
therm .. . we can hear some- 
one say... ‘*that stuff is all 
right . .. sounds god... 
but of what value is it? We 
want something practical.” 
Our answer to this, is that 
these statements are not 
glittering generalities ... but 
instead are statements of ba- 
sic principles which must be 
established, indelibly estab- 
lished, in the minds of our citl- 
zens before we can effectively 
get down to specifics. That 1s 
why we spend so much time in 
giving emphasis to this phase 
of human relations, but having 
made this point let's now turn 
to specifics,

BASIC PROBLEMS 

Before we proceed further, 
let us firstexamine one specific 
problem which must be resolved 
before general progress can be 
made, Thatis the current argu- 
ment between what is called the 
central business district and the 
Foothill Boulevard area. 

It is unfortunate that geogra- 
phy has dictated this type of di- 
vision but since it cannot be 
changed, let us suggest the need 
for the interested parties to get 
together and develop both areas 
simultaneously and coopera - 
tively. Intelligent men can 
surely do this ... especially 
since such activity means in- 
creased profits to both and tax 
benefits to the City. For one 
section to try to kill another 
area for personal benefit is 
very shortsighted and will on- 


ly lead to financial loss to 
both. 
First, let us look at the 


downtown section... the 
older shopping center. This 
area is vital to the city... 
it provides the foundation for 
the tax structure and is a very 
important element of the econ- 
omic picture. It includes a 
vital source for sales tax ine 
come to the city. It should 
Temain in that position and 
should be improved. 


But growth will not be ex- 
pertenced if the property ow- 
ners and store operators per- 
mit things to drift almlessly. 
Complaining about what is 
wrong or wrangling with more 
aggressive developers in other 
parts af the city will not solve 
the protlem, but intelligent 
Planning and cooperative action 
and an enthustastic spirit com- 
bined with the expenditure af 
promotional funds, the upgrad- 
ing of stores and buildings to 
modern standards and the train- 
ing of sales personne] will ac- 
complish wonders, 


In the year 1964 Eisner- 
Stewart and Associates pre. 
sented a plan for developing 
the area - « but obviously 


little or nothing has been done 
with it. We understand ft col- 
lapsed in a ball of criticism and 
for the most part has been for. 
gotten. A more recent attempt 
toward a form of moderniration 
came into being with the erec- 
tion of the big U standard and 
the parkway on 9th Avenue, But 
even this project has never been 
completed. At this writing It 
carries a financial deficit and 
stands there as a sort of monu- 
ment to mercantile tndiffer- 
ence. Of this you can be sure 
that neither government nor the 
citizens generally can solve the 
individual store problem, 

This must be done through 
private initiative. It will take 
personal time to work with com. 
munity organizations and will 
take money for promotion, Par- 
ticularly it will take the aban- 
doning of indifference and tner- 
tia. . . but if constructive and 
energetic moves are made now 
you can not only save what you 
have but you can grow and pros - 
per as well, I have heard a lot 
of criticism of what the collec- 








tive volunteer has done toward 
downtown improvement in Po- 
mona, Kiverside, Fresno and 
other California citles ... but 
the criticism always seems to 
stem from the citles that have 
NOT moved, You do not hear 
complaints inside Pomona, Kle 
verside or Fresno ,..they have 
done something and they are 
proud of their achievement, 
More of this spirit ls needed in 
downtown Upland. Whether you 
revive the 1964 Planor come up 
with a new one... it goer 
without saying that until youde- 
cide on some kind of a plan you 
will continue to move backward 
in downtown development. 

Now turning to Foothill Boul- 
evard .. . we suggest that de- 
velopment here ise inevitable. 
The increasing traffic on this 
highway, the opening of new 
streets and thoroughfares... 
together with the ever growing 
population of the city makes 
commercial development inevi- 
table. But, while its excellent 
location makes it fall within the 
line of natural progress, it 1s 
necessary to point out that 
growth must and can be accom- 
plished without destroying the 
natural beauty of the area. In 
our opinion there are two speci- 
fics that need to be considered 
by those interested in the de- 
velopment of the Foothill Boule- 
vard Area. 

1. Consider that the section 
can be successfully developed 
under your own effort and with- 
out regard to what ha; pens in the 
downtown area. Success in 
Foothill does not depend upon 
failure downtown. It is er- 


roneous reasoning to believe 
that one area in a city devel- 
Opes at the expense of another. 
This is wasteful and detrimen- 
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tal to both whereas orderly 
growth of both areas simul. 
taneously will benefit the en- 
tire community. It is impor- 
tant to see this and to stop 
trying to destroy each other, 
Everyone suffers from this kind 
of competition, 

2. The Foothill Boulevard 
section is mast attractive and 
the natural surrounding beauty 
can be preserved through care- 
ful planning. It is sinful to 
destroy natural beauty and to 


bulld poorly designed struc- 
tures. Shopping centers are 
important to the economy af 
the city, but only if they are 


designed to afford a profitable 
operation by the tenants. We 

believe that in general the pre- 
sent type of development that 
is taking place here leaves a 
lot to be destred, Competa- 
tive communities are doing 
much better, Let us give an 
example of reaction to your 
shopping centers . .. when we 
sent our shoppers to Upland to 
visit the stores I gave them no 
information whatsoever about 
the community. I simply told 
them to shop downtown, Euclid 
Avenue and the shopping cen- 
ters on Foothill] Boulevard, In 
reporting . .. they said ‘What 
did you want from the shopping 
centers? ... There's nothing 
there except a few grocery and 
variety stores.’' Now belleve 
me we are not trying to be un- 
duly critical but unblased oping 
fon of this nature empha- 
Sives the need for attention to 
Nigh type of development as op« 
posed to careless and hapharard 
growth. We belleve that public 
Opinion should demand care tn 
community planning and should 
require the responsible offlel- 
als to see that the right kind of 
development occurs, The Plane 
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ning Commission and staff, 
along with the City Council must 
insist that the developers maln- 
tain high standards for surely 
inferior type of development 
will oceur if the zoning laws do 
not adequately protect the area 

May we at this point too, urge 
that care and attention be given 
toward the beautification of the 
Foothill Houlevard Highway 
along lines similar to that which 
is maintained on Euclid Boule} 
vard, Think of whatit will mean 
to the city if you can have two 
beautifully landscaped = thor- 


oughfares ... one North and 
South and the other East and 
West, There is still time for 


upgrading effort. We urge you 
do it before it Is too late, 

What we say about construc. 
tive development vs, haphazard 
development of shopping areas 
applies with equal emphasis to 
the bullding of housing tracts 
and apartments, Proper zoning 
control must be worked out so 
that the quality of building de- 
velopment will conform to the 
high standard of the basic resi- 
dential area. You have taken 
great pride in being an attrac- 
tive home city. You will not 
Stay that way tf your civic and 
governmental leaders yield to 
the pressure of those who build 
only for profit. 

Insistance of high standards 
in planning, building and zoning 
and a consistent resistance to 
requests for varlences to zoning 
requirements requires 4 very 
special kind of courage. We 
hope you have it. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


There is some difference of 
opinion as to the value of in- 
dustrial development and a 
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considerable amount af incon. 
sistency in reasoning on the 
subject. This confusion must 
be clarified. In the first place, 
the AVERAGE citiven and 
homeowner must recognize that 
modern todustrial development 
does not bring a mass af une 
sighQy smoke stacks and smog 
creating devices inte the com. 
munity, 

The type of Lodustry that most 
likely would be attracted to an 
Upland location would be af the 
electronic, space age ortented 
or assembly and distribution 
type of structure. These plants 
are usually beautifully designed 
architecturally, landscaped 
better than most homes and no 
mare dirty or unsightly than the 
new modern schoal plant, It 
is important to see things in 
perspective. Secondly, citle 
rens must realise that If there 
is to be industrial development 
that specially coned tracts will 
be carefully selected to pro« 
tect and enhance property vale 
wes, This attitude of saying 
‘sure we want industry... 
but not pear me’! is really ju. 
ventle reasoning. 

The City of Upland needs a 
reasonable amount of tndus. 
trial as well as commercial 
development, Unless you ex. 
perfence this type af growth 
the tax burden upon the indi. 
vidual homeowner will become 
sO great that tt will ulimately 
eliminate privately owned 
homes as we know them, 

The demand for new and im. 
proved schools, welfare and 
other services from the city 
and county will continue to 
mount. » #0 you need this 
industrial growth to maintain 
some semblance of @ realls. 
tie tax structure, 

You can be sure that there 


will be no overnight growth of 
industry. The kind of industry 
that you need and that would 


be interested in your area is 


not easy to acquire. It will 
take a long thme to develop 
industrial tracts, There ie 


tremendous competition 
between cltles for the type of 
industry you need and this grow. 
th comes slowly. You will have 
ample time to get organized for 
it. But a continuation of over 
emotional resistance ,... such 
as developed in opposing the 
operation of a tYaln over a spur 
line to @ much needed rock 
crushing plant to the north of 
the city, .. . will accomplish 
nothing good but rather much 
that is bad, 

The responsibility for see 
curing new industry primarily 
rests with the Chamber of Come 
merce, But of course it needs 
the cooperation of clty govern- 
ment and private promoters in 
providing land sites and proper 
zoning to make this type of 
development attractive to in- 
dustry. 

You have @ reasonable start 
through the development of seve 
era) small but effective Indus- 
trial tracts ... and the splen- 
did activities of the Dewey Cable 
Airport and the industry it has 
generated, It was interesting 
in visiting with Mr. Cable to 
learn of his plans for upgrading 
the airport runways, the archl- 
tecture of the buildings, beau 
tification plans for the airport 
and to learn of his plans for 
further industrial developments 
in that area. The Chamber and 
the City must continue to ene 
courage this type of growth,

Others feel it is a 
booster club that only exagger- 
ates facts and brags about the 
climate . . many individual 
citizens think the Chamber of 
Commerce is a branch of gove 
ernment. Few really under- 
stand its true mission. 

So that we may clearly chart 
a course of action and in order 
that there will be no misunder- 
standing of the aims and pur- 
of the Chamber, let us 
begin this section of the survey 
by defining a Chamber of Com- 
merce.

BASIC PRINCIPLES 


Let us underscore three pri- 
mary points annunciated in this 
definition: 

1. The Chamber isa ‘‘departe 
ment of your business.’’ This, 
no doubt presents a wholly new 
concept to many. You don’t 
‘join’? the Chamber of Come 
merce as you would a lodge, the 
Country Club, the Shrine, Elks 
or Lions ... Kiwanis ...in 
fact, you don’t really join the 
Chamber at all. If you are in 
business in the community or 
even a copimercial property 
owner, you are actually a part 
of the Chamber operation. Howe 
ever, since support of time and 
money is voluntary there are 
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munity newspapers, modern in 
appeacance. There is good 
typography and a healthy ed- 
itorial policy toward community 
activity. It is hoped that citi- 
rens generally appreciate the 
importance of good newspapers 
. .. for often they are the life 
blood af trade as well as an 
inspirational force for the good 
which occurs at the community 
level. Itis well when newspa- 
pers have a strong editorial 
policy and the courage to take 
a stand whether popular or not. 

We feel it important that 
newspapers carefully evaluate 
their place in the community 
and realize an obligation to 
support good government, and 
the Chamber of Commerce as 
well as the various construc. 
tive drives for funds. There 
is no reason why a paper should 
not support candidates for pub- 
lic office ... if it does not at- 
tempt to control or dictate to 
them after they are elected. 
Papers are often criticized for 
trying to “run the city.” If 
the allegation is true this is 
not good for the City but if this 
eriticism simply comes about 
because the paper takes a stand 
on a controversial issue then it 
is not well founded. 

Newspapers are seldom pop. 
war ... dut they are an im- 
portant and necessary force 
and when doing a good job de- 
serve the praise of the think- 
ing citizen. 

We would add parenthetical- 
ly that the public generally al- 
ways needs a whipping Ddvy. 
There are three agencies that 
serve this purpose well...

BACKGROUND 


The Upland Chamber of Com- 
merce is a relatively new ore 
ganization in comparison to 
Chambers elsewhere, for in 
some California cities Cham- 
bers are over one hundred years 
old. Many of the Southern Cali- 


sional men and interests in a 
community. While it represents 
business and the professions, it 
is essentially an organization of 
men... men whoknow the wise 
dom of coordinating their ef- 
forts under effective leadership 
for the civic, industrial, and 
commercial advancement of the 
community. 

While big business is often a 
part of local Chambers of Come 
merce, yet by andlarge, Cham- 
bers everywhere are over- 
whelmingly dominated by small 
business institutions. The little 
mavufacturer, the druggist, the 
groceryman, the retailer, the 
lawyer ...all are represented 
in Chambers of Commerce and 
in the average community the 
Chamber of Commerce speaks 
for collective business. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
is a forceful, aggressive part 
of every business. It is apart- 
ner to every citizen. It is a 
department of each business, 
doing work which the individual 
or enterprise could not do ae 
lone but which must be done 
collectively with all other in- 
terests in the community. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
is a non-profit organization. 
All the funds received from 
dues are expended tocarry for- 
ward a broad program of come 
munity development which is of 
benefit to every citizen. These 
funds are used to pay for the 
maintenance of adequate head- 
quarters; to employ a careful- 
ly selected staff; to handle spec. 
ialized community problems; to 
provide literature setting forth 
the city’s advantages; to keep 


many who do not accept this 
responsibility or they refuse to 
carry their fair share of the 
load; so consequently, there is 
often a shortage of manpower or 
money. 

The premise for the state- 
ment that the Chamber is a de- 
partment of your business is 
this: in every community cer- 
tain decisions are made by 
government or other forces that 
have a direct bearing upon the 
operation of individual busin- 
esses. These decisions may re- 
late to the local tax structure, 
to zoning laws, to legislation at 
the State or National level, to a 
street or highway project, toa 
need for conventions and tour. 
ists, to beautification of anarea, 
to labor laws, or to a thousand 
and one things thatin one way or 
another have effect on the busin- 
ess operation. For the most 
part the individual firm, ree 
gardless of its size or financi- 
al status is impotent in dealing 
with these matters ...and yet 
to find a solution for these come 
munity relations problems is a 
vital part of the business oper- 
ation. 

However, it has been learned 
through years of experience that 
by joining hand and moving cole 
lectively as a Chamber of Come 
merce, business can become a 
powerful influence in directing 
community affairs in the right 
direction, to the advantage of the 
firm involved. In short, the 
Chamber is the medium through 
which this joint action can best 
be accomplished. Thus, you see 
why the Chamber is notanother 
club, but rather an integral part

We 
Should like to suggest that time 
spend in working ommunity 
elations projects is not time 
taken away from your business, 
but rather time devoted to a 
much neglected phase of the 
business operation... come 
munity relations.

Now, since the Chamber is 
the institution most responsi- 
ble for the type of community 
relations which exist ina come 
munity .. . let us be sure that 
those who are responsible for 
the operation of the Chamber 
provide the type of structure 
that makes this possible. Thus 
we begin our examination of 
the present structure and re- 
commendations for improving 
it.

chart indicates the committees 
which the Upland Chamber will 
need at this time. It may be 
well at this juncture to point 
out that the scope of Chamber 
activity is primarily governed 
by the funds which are avalle 
able. One of the great dangers 
in Chamber operation is to try 
to undertake more than can be 
accomplished. People will of- 
ten say that ‘the Chamber 
should do thus and so”, .. 
and perhaps it is a logical sug- 
gestion ... butone must always 
remember that the Chamber can 
only do the job that the com- 
munity is will to pay for. 

It is not possible for a staff 
member to successfully ad- 
minister more than ten com- 
mittees ... and inanorganiza- 
tion with only a@ manager and 
secretary, the manager must 
also be the chief administrator 
and has to assist the member- 
ship committee inthe important 
task of securing new members 
and collecting dues. Thus, he 
has a full time schedule. The 
Program of work therefore 
must of necessity be geared 
to the budget. If the Chamber 
desires to do a bigger job 
than a ten committee program, 
plus all the day-to-day activi- 
ty ... it must provide a bud- 
get that will enable the employ- 
ment of an assistant who can 
take on additional committee 
work.

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As we understand it, the 
Chamber’s written agreement 
with the city has been revised, 
so that the Chamber’s income 
from the city is based on some 
sort of matching fund basis. 
Thus the Chamber cannot read- 
ly determine just how much 
income is available and this 
makes it difficult to intelligent- 
ly manage the Chamber's fi- 
nances or project an annual 
budget. 

We express hope that as time 
goes on the Chamber will in- 
crease its membership so that 
it will not be necessary to se- 
cure financial assistance from 
tax sources. While there is 
plenty of precedent inCalifornia 
for Chambers receiving this 
sort of support... the trendis 
away from city support... to 
make the Chamber completely 
supported by the business, But 
being realistic, we know it would 
be impossible for the Chamber 
to presently exist without city 
support, however, we repeat 
the amount of support must be 
specifically stated in order that 
proper projections can be made. 
The matching fund basis keeps 
the Chamber off balance. 

In recent months the Board of 
Directors adopted a new dues 
schedule setting the basic mem- 
bership fee at fifty dollars per 
year. This was proper and in 
line with basic fees of other 
Chambers. Universally this is 
the standard basic for most 
smaller community Chambers. 
In many of the larger citles 
the price ranges from sixty to 
one hundred dollars, 

This $50 fee is necessary tf 
the Chamber is to carry on the 


community interest, While the 
Chamber does not follow the 
pattern of the service clubs, it 
must certainly have the active 
loyal interest of its members. 
We have sensed a complete 
lack of this spirit within the 
membership of the Upland 
Chamber. Most everyone ap- 
pears quite vague about per- 
sonal responsibility. This 
needs to change. One impor- 
tant way to generate greater in- 
terest ts to bring the member. 
ship together regularly. 

We feel it vital that the Cham- 
ber should hold regular mem- 
bership meetings periodically, 
preferably once a month but 
certainly no less than quarter- 
ly. Membership meetings can 
include items of Chamber bus- 
iness, topics of broad communt- 
ty interest, as wel as items of 
interest to businessmen .. . 
many matters of general inter- 
est at the area and state level 
need to be elucidated. There 
are many speakers available to 
you and with careful thought 
and planning, membership 
meetings can be highly inter- 
esting. More especially it gives 
the membership an opportunity 
to keep in close contact and a 
spirit of fellowship is bound to 
emerge. 


The Chamber should improve 
the quality of its Annual Meet- 
ing. This should probably be 
an evening affair including the 
ladies and community leaders. 
It is the time to install the 
new officers and express ap- 
preciation to the retiring ones. 
It should become one of the 
community's fine social affairs 
. » « One to which people look

needed to a greater degree. The 
manager of the Chamber should 
review this matter with asmall 
task force of specialists who 
know this fleld and update and 
modernize all the literature, 
including letterheads, envel- 
opes and bulletins,

an improper set up. In short, 
you need more adequate head- 
quarter's space, If the organ- 
{ration expands, there would be 
no place to put an additional 
person and there is no place in 
the headquarters to hold a meet- 
ing. This change needs to be 
considered promptly.

FISCAL AFFAIRS 


It is necessary to review 
most carefully the fiscal struc- 
ture of the organization and to 
adjust the income picutre toa 
firm and practical base.

It is not possible to make budg- 
et estimates until the Program 
is set, for budget must of neces-

gtaphed paper will serve. In 
any event, it needs to be neat, 
attractive and well edited... 
just as colorful as possible.

Next to the City Hall, the Cham- 
ber headquarters should be the 
principle focal point of interest 
for the citizens, We are pleased 
that the Chamber office ts not 
located in the City Hall as it Is 
sometimes in other clitles. 
Chamber headquarters should 
primarily be centrally located 
in the business sectlon...it 
needs a main street location 
where it can be seen and where 
it is readily accessible to the 
Inembers ant to the public gen- 
erally. It should have a meeting 
room where committees can 
assemble and if the room is 
sufficiently large it should be 
available to other organiza- 
tions.

When 
breakfast, dinner or luncheon 
meetings are held, these should 
be in the local hotels or restau. 
rants which are in business to 
provide this service. There is 
no objection however, to having 
restaurants cater certain meet- 
ings at the Chamber headquar- 
ters. Just don’t go intocompe- 
tition with your members.

CONGRESS FOR COMMUNITY 
PROGRESS 


As an important ftem tn your 
Program of Work, we recom. 
mend the consideration of es. 
tablishing a Congress for Com. 
munity Progress. During the 
course of conducting our back. 
ground study to get foundational 
material for this survey, we 
conducted a number of meetings 
of citizens and Chamber mem. 
bers interested in various cate. 
gortes of community develop. 
Ment. These meotings were 
Vigorous . . . the discussion 
period lively and the interest 
of the individuals extensive, 
Many expressed the wish that 
there could be more meetings 
of this nature. In Long Beach, 
my home community, we have 
found a method of meeting this 
desire of citizens tolearn more 
of their city and to have aplace 
where they can oxpress their 
personal opinions on construc. 
tive community matters, We 
annually hold a one day conven« 
tlon of representatives of every 
known organization in the coms 
munity (there are 800 tn Long 
Bewch). We call this a Con. 
greases for Community Progress, 
Representallye, of government

In 1964 Upland Police recovered 
$41,127 worth of stolen property, 
but in 1965 the Police recovered 

78,090 worth of stolen pro- 
perty. 

The Upland Police Depart- 
ment annually conducts a num- 
ber of preventive inspections 
such as vacation residence 
checks, business establishment 
checks and field and suspected 
persons and vehicle checks. In 
1965 these inspections totalled 
294,108 as compared to 189,881 
in 1964. 

PLANNING DE PARTMENT 

The City’s Planning Depart- 
ment, the administrative arm 
of the Planning and Architec- 
tural Commissions, had a very 
busy year arranging the ad- 
ministrative details of the bus- 
iness before these Commis- 
sions. 

In 1965 the Upland City Plan- 
ning Commission held 12 meet- 
ings and conducted a total of 55 
public hearings. The Commis- 
sion reviewed and made recom- 
mendations on the following 
ease load: 4 General Plan 
Amendments, 18 rone changes, 
17 conditional use permits and 
8 variances. 

The Commission also Tre- 
viewed 25 tentative tracts and 
15 record of survey maps. 

The Architectural Commis- 
sion held 13 meetings since 
their establishment in May of 
1965. They considered 16 ar- 
chitectural elevations plans and 
10 sign reviews. 

The purpose of this Com- 
mission is to review the ap- 
propriateness of design in the 
exterior appearance of build- 
ings and signs proposed to be 
constructed within commercial 
gones of the City. 

STREET DEPARTMENT 

In 1965 the Upland Street 
Department worked a total of 
77,168 man hours as compared 
to 67,520 in 1964. The De- 
partment logged almost aquar- 
ter of a million equipment 
miles, 244,362, in 1965. 

The greatest increases in 
work load were in the follow- 
ing categories: street shoul- 
ders graded, 358,888 linear feet 
in 1965 compared to 218,189 
linear feet in 1964 and rubbish 
collection, 81,156 cubie yards 
compared to 64,524 cubie yards 
in 1964. 

The Street Department also 
mowed 1860 acres of grass and 
trimmed 12,000 trees in 1965. 
Also installed by the Street De- 
partment during 1965 were a 
number of advance street name 
signs. 

A Street Department project 
of a special nature was the 1965 
Christmas tree program on Bu- 
c'id Avenue. In order to elim- 
inate the unsightly poles, the 
Street Department placed the 
necessary wires underground, 
This project required 15,000 
feet of electrical wire, 5000 
feet on conduit and 50 tree re- 
ceptacles. 

In 1965 Ira Francisco re- 
tired from the City service 
after 28 years of employment 
with the Street Department. 

WATER DIVISION 


Like all other City Depart- 
ments, the Water Division ex- 
panded its activities in 1965 
to meet the needs of the in- 
creasing population. 

The Water Division added 
over six miles of new water 
mains in 1965. Also added 
were 68 new fire hydrants. 

A total of 315 new water 
meters were installed through- 
out the City. The Water Di- 
vision is now serving 395 more 
customers than in the previous 
year.
